Two Hundred at the Hanging. 


Associated Press Dispatches.] 

Fort Grant, March 3.— Deadshot 
Dandy Jim and Skippy, the Indian 
scouts, were hanged here to-day in the 
presence of about two hundred per- 
sons, mostly soldiers, for the murder of 
Capt. Keating of the Sixth Cavalry and 
his men at Cibicu Creek last August, 
the incidents of which are still fresh in 
the memory of all. They were tried 
by a court composed of army officers 
last November and sentenced to be 
hung, which was approved by the 
President, who designated March 3d 
as the day for sentence to go into ef- 
fect. Upon receipt of the sentence and 
the President’s action thereon, every, 
precaution was taken to prevent an 
escape. Each prisoner was confined in 
a separate cell securely locked, and 
when necessary to allow them out of 
their cells were carefully guarded and 
only one allowed out at atime. Not- 
withstanding the vigilance and precau- 
tion exercised, Dandy Jim succeeded 
in separating his shackles some three 
weeks ago and made a desperate 


ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE, 


But was fired on by the guard, run- 
ning about five hundred yards, and 
wounded in the left arm from the ef- 
fects of which he was suffering when 
he appeared upon the gallows. They 
all ate sparingly of the breakfast 
— before them this morning and 
id not once look in the direction of the 
gallows. After breakfast Dandy Jim 
asked how many hours he had to live 
and when toid it caused a marked ef- 
fect on his appearance. Immediateiy 
afterward they were handcuffed for the 
first time since their confinement and 
conducted back to their cells, from 
which they will never again leave only 
to die. At 12:20 r. u. the shrill note 
of the trumpet was heard, which pro- 
claimed that the hour for execution 
was now at hand, and the troops as- 
sembled in front of their quarters un- 
der arms and marched to within about 
twenty yards of the gallows, where the 
orders promulgating the sentences were 
read to them. During this time 


THE DOOMED MEN 


Looked for the last time from the place 
of confinement and were conducted to 
the gallows, which they mounted smil- 
ingly and showed no signs of fear. The 
latform was reached by steps ascend- 
ing frem the rear. The height from 
the ground was six feet, with a four 
feet drop, giving two feet of clearance. 
The trap door extended the full length 
of the platform, which was twelve feet. 
The prisoners were ranged along the 
latform, the rope adjusted and a man 

hind each one to steady him. Their 
hands and feet were then securely pin- 
ioned and they were told if they had 
anything to say time would be allowed 
them. All gave much the same answer, 
that it was not right to hang them; the 
white men h given them good 
clothes and food, but were now going 
to take all away from them. They 
were 
SATISFIED TO DIE, 


As they would meet all their friends 
gone before them. Dead Shot said 
he suffered a good deal in this world 
and would soon be at rest and felt 
happy. The Chaplain then offered up 
prayer for their souls, and at three 
minutes past one the black caps were 
drawn over their heads, the noose ex- 
amined and at 1:05 the lever which 
supported the trap was pulled and the 
three men were launched into eternity. 
There was not a perceptible struggle 
only with Dandy Jim, over whose bod 
a slight tremor passed for a couple of 
seconds. After hanging ten minutes 
the physicians felt their pulse and pro- 
nounced life extinct, and seven minutes 
after the bodies were cut down and 
consigned to coffins. There was no 
excitement whatever and the success- 
ful manner in which the affair was 
managed and conducted was commend- 
ed by all who witnessed it. The bodies 
will * interred in the vicinity of the 
Post.

A Talk About Toast. : 


Mrs. E. P. Ewing, in a lecture on 
cookery at Dearborn Seminary, said 
that toasting effectually destroyed yeast 
germs in bread, and converted the in- 
soluble starch into a soluble substance 
resembling gum, and which chemists 
called dextrine, so that toasted bread 
was incapable of fermenting and pro- 
ducing flatulence, or becoming sour on 
the stomach. Bread toasted very d 
agreed better with a weak stomach than 
any other bread. Indeed, a sensitive 
stomach would frequently digest toast 
when it would digest no other 
article of food. Hence toast, 
which was in general use as & 


* | can possib 


ity of either, or render them less indi- 
gestible or unwholesome than when in 


Melting or boiling inferior butter would 
not make it proper food for a human 
stomach, and the most skillful manipu- 
lation would not convert sour, half- 
baked bread into nutritious, palatable 
toast. The latter held so important a 
place among food that every one 
should know how to make it properly. 
Yet one of the best American authori- 
tics on culinary matters has said 
that only about one in 10,000 
knew how to make toast, and the 
speaker endorsed the statement so far 
as to assert that bad toast was the rule 
and good toast the exception. In mak- 
ing toast three directions should be ob- 
served: Cut the bread, which should 
be somewhat stale, in even slices, about 
an inch in thickness. If the bread is 
fresh slightly dry them. Hold each 
slice.a sufficient distance from the fire, 
which should be of clear, bright coals, 
to keep it from. burning, and let it 
brown evenly. For this purpose a wire 
broiler or a toasting fork can be used. 
When the surface of one side be- 
comes a rich, golden color, turn and 
heat the other side in a similar man- 
ner, until the slice is perfectly toasted. 
Serve the moment it is done iu a warm 
plate, dry or buttered, and it will 
tempt the appetite of either invalid or 
epicure. And the average individual, 
said Mrs. Ewing, might indulge oc- 
casionally with impunity in a broiled 
quail or boston stew, served on toast 
after this method, without the least 
fear of future regret or discomfort.

velop unchecked into a giant monop-

few allusions to fact and the history of 
the telegraph in America, will convince 


him that in the growth and splendid de- 
velopment of our telegraph system no 
violence has been done the people, 
but that on the contrary, the telegraph 
men have provided a now indispensable 
convenience to all business, with but 

little public assistance. 
He quotes for comparison with our 
— of telegraphing, the English 
overnment monopoly, where no one 
but the Government is permitted 60 
work a line for the transmission of in- 
telligence. In reply thereto I would 
say that Americans adopt a different 
poucy, and prefer to leave the citizens 
ssion of tlie business of the 


097 land, and thereby encourage the spirit 


of invention and such improvements as 


098 | are sure to grow out of a healthful com- 


petition. Americans are not friendly 
to an ever present Government espion- 
age, and revolt at the idea of having a 
liveried official at their heads at every 
turn théy may take. Again, let it be 
remembered that England was all set- 
tled up a hundred years and more ago, 
and that in comparison with a country 
stretching from the rising to the setting 
sun, she is but a speck in the map. And 
this remembrance will suggest the enor- 
mous difference in the cost of con- 
| structing the American system over 
‘the English lines, and furnish 6 
ready reason why our rates should 
be higher. But, notwithstanding 
these differences of construction and 
maintenance, our people have rates in 
most instances as cheap as do the peo- 
ple of Great Britain, and in many in- 
stances cheaper. A word of the rates- 
From San Francisco to London—about 
five thousand miles—the cost of a mes- 
sage of twenty words is $9. From 
Tombstone, A. T., to Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, about the same distance, the 
same message is carried by the Western

And 
that the prices are about as low as the 
business will at present justify is well 
proven by the fact that every attempt 
made since 1864 to compete with the 
old company resulted in disaster to the 
stockholders, who were glad to close up 
and take Western Union stock for their 
investments. 

And, further to the credit of the Tel- 
‘egraph Corporation, it is history 
to say that as it has absorbed 
other companies and had more 
fully exclusive control of the business, 
it reduced instead of advancing rates. 
Six or seven years agothe average price 
per message passing over its lines was 
about $1.40, while now it is about 39 
cents, a fact which should shield it from 
charges of inordinate avarice. 

The ‘‘people’’ whose fate he bewails 
have had as a whole but little to do in 
advancing the interests of telegraphists 
save in tl.e patronage bestowed. True, 
the Congress most reluctantly gave Mr. 
Morse, the inventor, a few thousand to 
put up an experimental line, and subsi- 
dized by a guarantee of business, the 
first line constructed across the Conti- 
nent, which was also aided by the Leg- 
islature of California, but when Mr. 
Morse offered the patent, the line and 
all its attachments to the Government 
for $100,000, the people, through their 
representatives, turned their backs 
upon the project and adopted the report 
of the then Postmaster-General, who 
said that tho operation of the tele- 
graph between Washington and Balti- 
more had not satisfied him that under 
any rate of postage that.could be adopted 
its revenues would be made equal to its 
expenditures.’’ The poor projectors of 
the telegraph were thus left to work out 
their own salvation alone, and had to 
combat the opposition of a people who 
now, in but 37 years after rejecting the 
most valuable prize ever offered to the 
world, are clamorous that the govern- 
ment should put an iron heel upon the
